FUNCTIONS 

2. The Samili shall advise the Departments of Defence 
Production and Supplies and Department of Research and 
Development and tneir attached and subordinate offices on 
matters relating to the progressive use of Hindi for official 
purposes. 

TENURE 

3. The tenure of the Samiti will ordinarily be three years 
from the date of the constitution of :he Samiti provided 
that :— 

(1) Members of Parliament, who are members of the 
Samiti shall cease to be members as soon as they 
cease to be members of Parliament. 

(2) The ex-officio members of the Samiti shall continue 
as members so long as they hold office by virtue of 
which they are members of the Samiti. 

(3) It a vacancy arises on the Samiti due to resignation 
or death of a member, the member appointed in 
that vacancy shall hold office for (he residual period 
of the tenure of three years. 

GENERAL 

4. (1) The Samiti may appoint sub-committee, Co-opt 

additional members and also invite experts to attend 
its meetings as may be necessary for assisting it 
in the discharge of its funcions. 

(2) The Headquarters of the Samiti shall be at New 
Delhi but it may hold its meetings at any other 
place also. 

TRAVELLING AND OTHER ALLOWANCES 

The non-official members of the Samiti will be paid 
travelling and daily allowances for attending the meetings 
of the Samiti at the rates fixed by the Govt, of India from 
time to time. 

ORDER 

Ordered that copy of this Resolution be communicated lo 
all State Governments and Union Territory Administrations, 
Prime Minister’s Secretariat, Cabinet Secretariat, Deptt. of 
Parliamentary Affairs, Lok Sabha Secretariat, Rajya Sabha 
Secretariat, Planning Commission, President’s Secretariat, 
Comptroller and Auditor General of India, Accountant Gene¬ 
ral Central Revenues and all the Ministries and Departments 
of the Government of India.
